DRURY LANE, 
FIRST APPEARANCE OF MADAME ANNA 
BISHOP. 
The lessee of this theatre, Mr. Bunn, is 


deserving of thanks for the introduction of 
new artistes, more especially when he is the 
means of restoring our own native talent, 
who have left their native svil to cultivate 
themselves in the art of music, which in 
this country it appears we are deficient in, 
compared with that of Italy, Germany, &c. 
The lady in question is no other than Mrs. 
Bishop, a native of this country, the daugh- 
ter of Mr. Riviere, a teacher of drawing, 
and was early entered as a pupil in the 
Royal Academy of Music. She made her 
debut as a concert singer, at Mr. Ella’s mu- 
sical soirees, in 1830. In 1834, she married 
Sir Henry Bishop; and gave her first con- 
cert at the Ilanover Square Rooms, the 
27th May, 1836, on the same day that 
Balfe’s “Maid of Artois’? was produced, 
for Malibran. She continued to sing at 
public and private concerts, and musical 
festivals, until the year 1838, when she per- 
formed the leading part in the Earl of 
Westmoreland’s Italian opera, “ I] Torneo,”

at the St. James’s Theatre, for the benefit 
of the Royal Academy, and obtained so 
much applause inthe part that she deter- 
mined tv attempt the stage as a profession 
—‘*A resolution,” says a musical contem- 
porary, “which led to a separation from 
her husband.’ In 18389, she sang in cos- 
tume at Bochsa’s dramatic concert at Her 
Majesty’s Theatre, and in the autumn of 
that year proceeded on a musical tour with 
Mr. Bochsa to the continent, and only re- 
turned this year, During her absence, she 
gave, in 1839-40, dramatic concerts in Co- 
penhagen, Stockholm, and St, Petersburgh. 
After giving concerts in the principal Rus- 
sian towns, she visited, in 1841, the capital 
of Tartary. In 1842, she was in Moldavia, 
from thence she went to Vienna, and gave 
during that year concerts in every part of 
Germany. In 1843, she commenced her 
career in Italy, by giving concerts in various 
towns. She was soon engaged as prima 
donna for the San Carlo, at Naples, where 
she remained until September, 1845. Ma- 
dame Bishop afterwards made her debut at 
La Scala, in Milan, “ but this,” according 
to her musical biographer, “was a disas- 
trous affair, as she, in conjunction with other 
great vocalists, and the most eminent dan- 
seuses, wasmade the victim of the publie 
anger against Merelli, the unpopular direc- 
tor.” In 1846, she gave concerts in Swit- 
zerland, Germany, and Belgium, ov her way 
to London, where she was engaged by the 
manager of Drury Lane. Her first appear- 
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ance, after so long an absence, was on 
Thursday last. The house presented a 
most brilliant appearance, every portion of 
it being full. The opera chosen by the lady 
for her debut was Balfe’s, “The Maid of 
Artois.” On the scene being changed in 
the first act, where she is discovered upon a 
sofa, a tumultuous applause ensued, and a 
long time clapsed before the chorus of her 
attendants could be heard; on her advan- 
cing to the foot-lights, to sing the opening 
recitative, another round of applause wel- 
comed her. The air was given with great 
purity and expression, and produced a most 
favourable impression upon the audience ; 
so much so that an encore was demanded 
A difference of opinion seems to exist as to 
the quality of her voice ; it is generally pro- 
nounced to be a pure soprano, while others, 
and amongst the more scientific, hold it to 
be a mezzo soprano. A duet with Borrani 
was exquisitely given ; this gentleman keep- 
ing his veice underin a masterly manner, 
produced most beautiful harmony. At the 
conclusion of this act she was loudly called 
for, and on coming before the curtain, led 
on by Harrison, a shower of bouquets 
graced the stage. A duet in the second act 
by her and Harrison was very effective, 
and Harrison never sung better. In the 
last act we thought her rather tame, parti- 
cularly in singing the finale; her voice is 
of great compass, but in the middle notes 
frequently husky, and her style immensely 
florid, but not always expressive. She is 
about the middle statue, and of good figure, 
and a graceful deportment; her speaking 
voice is very weak, and not always agreea- 
ble; her debut may be considered a most 
favourable one, and we shall be glad to wit- 
ness her performance in ‘The Somnam- 
bula.” Great credit should be given to 
Borrani, who sung the music allotted to 
him exquisitely, particularly the ballad, 
“The Light of Other Days,’’ which was 
loudly and most deservedly encored, and 
another, “ I Gaze Uponthe Stranger Land.” 
Weiss sung the buflo music with good effect, 
but we thouvht him too serious for the cha- 
racter. Miss Isaacs played the slave with 
truth and judgment, and is deserving of 
notice. Since writing the above remarks, 
we have witnessed Madame Bishop’s per- 


formance again, and we think she is much 








improved since the first night; her singing 
appears to be accomplished with greater 
ease than on her first appearance. 

HAY MARKET. 

A new drama, under the title of “ Queen 
Mary’s Bower,” was produced on Saturday 
last. It is atranslaticn, with a few altera- 
tions, of ‘* Les Mousquetaires de la Reine,” 
which was played as an opera by the Brus- 
seis Company while at Drury Lane—Mr, 
Planche is the adapter~.The scene is laid 
at Hampton Court during the time it was 
the residence of our William and Mary ; 
the Mousquetaires de la Reine became, hy 
the same power of transformation, the 
Queen’s Life Guards, andthe gallant oili. 
cers of the French corps are now presented 
to us under the title of Captain Hector 
O'Donoghue (Mr. Hudson), a good-hu- 
moured, nettle-pated Irishman, and _ his 
comrades Captain Norris (Mr. Braid), 
Lieutenant Henry Ormond (Mr. Howe), 
and Lieutenant Wentworth (Mr. Brindal). 
There is, besides, the Laird of Killicrankie, 
an old Scotch Major of Dragoons, played 
by Mr. Webster, and though not the most 
prominent, undoubtedly the most marked 
character in the piece. Mr. Howe played 
the part of Ormond with judgment and 
feeling. Mr. Hudson’s O‘Donoghue was 
an excellent delineation of the careless 
light hearted Irish soldier; but the part 
that best pleased us, from its novelty and 
characteristic truth, was Mr. Webster’s 
stern punctilious old Scotch major, with his 
long rapier and broad dialect. The two la- 
dies, Mrs. Seymour and Miss Fortescue, 
had not much to do, but that little was well 
done. ‘The scenery and costumes were 
beautiful, and the piece, as it deserves to 
be, highly successful. 

LYCEUM. 

A new farce, with the somewhat extra- 
ordinary title of “ Which Mister Smith,” 
has been produced here. As may be anti- 
cipated from its name, its story turns upon 
the very many of the appelation of Smith 
in the metropolis. ‘The materials are not 
— but the piece is very well put 
together, and a good deal of fun is the 
result. Mr. Emery, as a countryman just 
arrived on his first introduction to the me- 
tropolis, was partiularly humorous, and 
Mr, Frank Matthews was inimitable as an 
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elderly gentleman with white whiskers and 
“ Brougham-check’’ tweeds, not quite taken 
leave of his more youthful follies, but still 
possessing a liquorice tooth, and a particular 
penchant for miliners girls. On the whole 
the piece went off with considerable eclat ; 
and if our informant was correct when he 
whispered to us that the author was until 
now unknown to the public, we may safely 
say that this first production is very credit- 
able, and gives great promise of better 
things. 
ADELPHI. 

On Monday a new piece called ** The 
Jockey Club” was produced. It is full of 
fun, and produced roars of laughter during 
the first act. The first scene opens with 
the room where the principie members are 
preparing for the races, and where a num- 
ber of mistakes arise in consequence of the 
changing of each others wearing apparel, 
some of the females having the gents Blu- 
cher’s in lieu of their own Adelaide slip- 
pers. The next scene introduces us to the 
race-ground, and here a quantity of female 
jockeys appear, and amongst which is Miss 
Woolgar (Leander Larkington, Esq.,) who 
is in love with a young widow, (Miss Hard- 
ing,) who declares she will not marry unless 
he wins the race. Having had an offer of 
the hand of the Marquis de Boquespille, 
and who is a subscriber to the stakes, and 
who has engaged the celebrated jockey 
Robinson to ride tor him, and who turns 
out to be Paul Bedford, who from his enor- 
mous size overweighs the horse, and as a 
matter of course he looses the race. Many 
incidents arise which are very aiusing. 
The characters are well supported by Paul 
Bedford, Wright, and Selby ; but the ladies 
Mrs. F, Matthews, Miss Woolgar, Chaplin, 
and Harding, bore the palm. 
may be considered successful.

QUEEN'S. 

EULALIC—DEVIL TO PAY—SUSAN HOPLEY. 

A succession of improbable incidents—a 
Villainous noble, and some subordinate vil- 
lains—a persecuted female—a defender of 
innocence, always a match for at least three 
opponents—interspersed with the variety of 
a comical butler, and a prying chamber- 
maid—occasionally red and blue fire—and 
in the end vice abashed and virtue trium- 
phant,—not however without sore loss occa- 
sionally in the course of the piece by deaths 
and other casualties—such is the immutable 
plot of a modern melo-drama, ‘Two of such 
in one evening are surely more than enough. 
Gerard Darley, moreover, in “ Eulalie,”’ is 
a double hero,—he acts his function twice 
over, making two recusant marquisses in 
succession do poetical justice to two female 
members of his own family. On Thursday 
this part was very well enacted by Mr. J. 
Parry, as was that of Pompodot, the valet, 
with a “ sensation,” by Mr. Manders. Miss 
Wrightton is a clever acress, and proved it 
as we thought, especially in her deport- 
ment as Nell in The Devil to Pay,” in 
that scene where she finds herself suddenly 
transmogrified into a lady. Her buffoonery 
in “ Susan Hopley” was pardonable chiefly 
as helping off a very vapid affair: but why, 
when she attempts to sing, does she shake 
herself about so—why, in short, does she 
not adopt a style with a little more repose ? 
Mr. and Mrs. Parry enacted their several 
parts in “ Susan Hopley” wi dit, and 
we must not pass over Miss C, Gibson as 
Lady Loverule, nor neglect to praise the 
really good scenery. The general impres- 
sion on us is that we are more in want of 
good plays than good players: our minor 
drama is certainly in a most deplorable 
state; and we shall not do well, until our 
playwrights shall work better, to copy or 
adopt the sparkling vaudevilles of our 
French neighbours. 
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LAURENT’S CASINO. 

Thousands nightly flock within the walls 
of this establishment, to enjoy the very 
novel entertainment which M. Laurent, 
jun. nightly provides for them. The band 
is indeed first-rate, and the spirited director 
himself seems to aim at eclipsing even the 
great Herr Koenig in his brilliant execution 
and performance on the cornet, The Vaux- 
hall vocal company appear too, nightly, 
Mr. Binge singing with considerable talent 
some first-rate tenor songs, and Mr. Sharpe 
giving the company some of his best paro- 
dies and comic songs; and then, for the 
sake of those who wish to revel in the de- 
lights of the ‘‘choregraphic art,” or join 
the votaries of Terpsichore in the ‘*maizes 
of the dance,’”’ as the fashion has it, is 
thrown open. And albeit the crowded 
state of the buildings would lead one to 
imagine that to clear the room for dancing 
would be next to an impossibility ; yet 
when an enlivening gallop 1s commenced, 
and a string of dancers whirl along to its 
tune, how soon the space is cleared, and all 
in dread of being run over by the line make 
way. Who would not spend an evening of 
innocent enjoyment when the cost is so 
moderate—when they may do so for one 
shilling ? 
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LETTER VI. 

Mr. Bunn and the dvings at Old Drury. 

Mv pear Sir,—Few of your readers— 
and the term is synonymous with the world 
at large—could fail to have been struck 
with the genuine poet Bunn’s style. The 
thorough Bunnisms that pervaded the flou- 
rishing advertisement which set forth the 
opening of Old Drury, and the great deeds 
which were to be con-comitants of the event, 
how the innate pomposity and self-conceit 
of the manager peeped out in his announce- 
ments of “ pending arrangements” with 
great danseuses’ and the production of three 
new operas, with their “re-decorations” and 
* thoroughly re-painted” appearance of the 





house. But nevertheless, in spite of all the 
chaff which the manager has spread over 
his bill to catch that knowing old cock John 
Bull, and the cock-and-bull stories with 
which the prelusive announcement teems, 
it cannot be denied but that the poet has 
commenced the season with much spiait, 
and a determination to do the thing hand- 
some. It is true that the re-decorating 
and beautifying of the house, have dwindled 
down to very little above the work of the 
char-woman, and that the new and elegant 
drop-scene is a regular swindle; but the 
engagement of Mrs. Bishop (it is a down- 
right impossibility to call her Madame) is 
unequivocally a great coup, and the words 
about the new operas are not vapour but 
fact, so that we may anticipate at any ratc 
a good musical season, And we may like- 
wise congratulate ourselves upon our luck 
that Mr. Bunn has at last made the grand 
discovery that Mr. Harrison is not such a 
very first-rate tenor that he is always to be 
thrust down our throats as the great gun in 
in every opera. Mirabile dictu, a new tenor 
of great promise, has been engaged. It is 
the first appearance of this gentleman on 
any stage, (his name by the way is Rafter, ) 
but he has once or twice sung at morning 
concerts with his sister, and is a pupil of 
the great Orivelli. He possesses a sweet 
natural voice, of considerable power, aud is 
young, so that there is a chance of his not 
persisting in error, but allowing himeelf to 
get the better of any of those faults which 
he may unknowingly have fallen into. My 
lady readers will be glad to hear that he can 
boast of the attractions of a handsome face 
and a good well-made figure. I trust he 
may succeed, Nothing is wanted more at 
Drury Lane than a good tenor; in every 
opera the want is shown beyond a doubt, 
and we hope we shall shortly see Mr. Raf- 
ter one of the most strenuous props and 
supports of Old Drury. How Harrison will 
like the introduction a new deguinerremains 
to be seen: perhaps the opera-composers 
will manage to introduce in their works two 
leading tenor parts, and the two singers 
will divide the honors, like as Perrot pro- 
duced a ballet which combined the attrac- 
tions of three first-rate danseuses. At any 
rate I will not anticipate professional jea- 
lousies, and IJ trust I may never have to 
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record them, 


The ballet arrangements do 
not at present appear so great as do the 
operatic ; one of the two ballets to be pro- 
duced is not a very palpable hit, and I can- 
not refrain from expressing a wish that the 
other new ballet “* Betty’” may not prove all 
my eye. One of the most extraordinary 
ingredients in Mr. Bunn’s advertisement is 
the statement about Madile. Jinny Lind, 
We are always informed that nightingales 
are often heard but seldom seen. But the 
Swedish nightingale, as Madlle. Lind is 
styled, we are destined neither to see or 
hear. In vain does the doughty poet ap- 
proach nearer and nearer with the salt for 
the syren’s tail, the bird is off on the instant, 
and the ‘‘ noble sportsman” fails to bring 
down the fascinating but truant songstress. 
The Swedish nightingale is another (for 
there are plenty of the species) Mrs. Harris. 
We may read “ Don’t you wish you may get 
it,” in place of the words of the manager, 
and dependent on her “ The Camp of Sa- 
lesia’”’ becomes a fiction. With a fear I 
have trespassed on your limits, 
Louncer Lazy.

He de- 
veloped a rare range of dramatic ability— 
and while as Othello, Zanga, and Rolla, he 
evinced his powers over the tragic and 
heroic cast of character, his farsical person- 
ations of negro peculiarities excited our 
risible faculties to the utmost. Few could 
think that the stately and impassioned re- 
presentative of Othella or Rolla stood be- 
fore them when they beheld Mr. Aldridge 
luxuriating in the broad farce of the “ Pad- 
lock,” or in the “ American Mummy.”’— 
On Monday Mr, Aldridge appeared on our 
boards for the second time as Othello. His 
previous representation of the character we 
had seen, and we had challenged our recol- 
lection of its personation by other perform- 
ers. Mr. Aldridge, in his higher cast of 
characters, more resembles the celebrated 
Mi. Young, whom he cannot have seen, 
than any other performer. The tone of his 
acting is chaste yet emphatic—and he seems 
often to suppress expression, depicting pas- 
sion rather by an inward but evident con- 
flict, than by giving utterance to it with 
“sound and fury.” 

GuiLpFrorD.—-Miss Walcott, whom we 
noticed a short time back, is giving her mu- 
sical entertainment and sketches of charac- 
ter, ala Mathews, here. We have never 
witnessed any female in this style of enter- 
tainment so capable of amusing an au- 
dience as this lady. She is excellent in 
comedy, and her readings of tragedy never 
fails to give a just impression of her author. 
Her comic singing is very superior to any 
other female. ‘ Paddy Aroon,” a new 
song in character, should be heard to be 
appreciated.
